The Iowa farmer 
produces at least 20 times as much corn per hour of man labor 
as the Italian farmer. 


TACKLE FARMERS’ PROBLEMS 

If we are really interested in helping the people of the world, 
we shall tackle such problems as those of the Italian farmer and 
farm workers... There are almost 9,000,000 Italians engaged in 
agriculture. Of these, 1,800,000 are mezzadri—or what we would 
call sharecroppers. The mezzadri are much worse off than our 


sharecroppers in the South. The land which the mezzadri get 


from the landlords is not all m one chunk, but as in medieval 
times, it is scattered about in tiny strips. 

The mezzadri are required to give the landlord 60 percent

ABOR LEADERS who have been play- 
ing “nice pussy” with the Taft-Hart- 
ley Law for its first nine months are dis- 
covering that kitty is growing into a 
tiger. They are now busily engaged in 
consultations with their attorneys to determine 
just how hard Judge Luther Swygert's decision in 
the International Typographical Union case hits. 
It is now dawning upon many of our brilliant 
labor leaders that the Taft- 9

cision is only the first big puff. 
Until now, many labor officials 
have allowed themselves to be 
kidded by employers that unions 
exaggerated the seriousness of the 
law; that experience proves it is.

This is known as the technique of soft-soaping 
your adversary and conditioning him for false 
dreams of beautiful labor-management love.

The New York 
Times found it 
“difficult to un- 
derstand by 
what logic she 
was sent there

Mme, Jolio-Curie was not con- 


fused however. She made it 
quite clear that there was an iron 
curtain in America. The French 
physicist condemned the wave of 
reaction which exists in this coun- 

try and restricts the Movement of 


American research workers in go- 
ing to foreign scientific meetings. 

This is not the first time that 
the Joliot-Curie family has been 
harassed. Back in 1947 General 


Leslie Groves prevented Frederic 


Joliot-Curie from addressing the 
Westinghouse Forum because the 
Scientist was a member of the 
French Communist Party. This 
brass hat is well-known only be- 


cause he bossed the a-bomb proj- 


ect.

GENERAL GROVES might 
profit from a study of the history 
of that program Which began with 
a letter from Albert Einstein to 
President Roosevelt. One inter- 
esting paragraph from that docu- 
ment reads as follows:

new radium-like elements would

IN 1934 the Joliot-Curie scien- 
tific team bombarded elementary 
substances with particles obtained 
from radio- active substances. 
(They used polonium which had 
been isolated by Marie Curie 
the mother of Mme. Joliot.) The 
element aluminum was subjected 
to these high-energy particles and 
was turned into phosghorus. 

But it was a type of phosphorus 
thet had never been found in 
nature—or an isotope—which was 
also capable of emitting radio- 
active rays. In 1935 the French 
research team received the Nobel 
Prize in chemistry for the creation 
of “induced redio-activity. 2

In 1933 they gave 
experimental proof of a hitherto 
unknown nuclear particle. The 
English physicist Chadwick con- 
tinued his research to calculate 


the size of this particle which he 


termed neutron, A similar series 
of experiments by the Joliot- 
Curies laid the basis for. Ander- 
son’s discovery of the positron. 
Both Chadwick and Anderson won 
Nobel Prizes for their work. 
The French scientists had also 
experimented with nuclear fission 
and although the scientific hon- 
ors -go to the German team of
